Treatment It is believed that the new
remedy, anfipirtti, was used for the first
time by Dr. Hnrwitz; it was glveu, in all
cases, In large doses, with the eliect of keep-
ing down the temperature after it had been
reduced by the application of Ice, ice bags
and ice sheets to the surface ; it was em-
ployed In the form of enemsts, but the
writer suggests that it would probably be
more potent If used hypoderuilcally. It was
not resorted to unless the tumporature
showed a decided tendency to rise.
